It 
is not the Gospel itself a Latter-day Saint wants, any more than it is wealth 
for itself that the true man desires. A man should seek after wealth only 
for that which it was intended wealth should give—the power to bless. So

The in- 
formation conveyed to us in the works 
of Vitruvius has received singular 
illustration and confirmation within a 
period less than a century, trom the 
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excavations at Pompeii, Herculaneum, with guld; and leaves of this metal 


and Stabi, cities which were over- coverin 


whelmed by a tremendous eruption of 
Vesuvius in A . 79, and which con- 
tained houses built and inhabited by 

omans belonging to the age of 
Vitruvius. ‘These excavations exhibit 
curiously paved streets, having the 
tracks of carriage-wheels marked on 
them, and houses built of brick and 
rubber-work put together with mor- 
tar, all the materials being of very 
inferior quality, except the interior 
coating of plaster, to which they 
appear to have been chiefly indebted 
for their durability. This plaster was 
composed of lime and pounded marble, 
a substitute for stucco, and by its use a 
perfectly smooth and polished surfuce 
was obtained, nearly as hard as mar- 
ble. With this kind of stucco the 
smallest apartments at Pompeii are 
found to be lined; and this lining is 
painted with various and brilliant 
colors, and embellished with subjects 
either in the centre or at equal dis- 
tances, like panels. Pain imita- 
— of. variegated 

erhaps, a species of scagliola, also 

ecorate the walls of their houses. 
Few blocks of real marble are found, 
— in monuments and public 
buildings; though, in imitation of the 
wealthy Roman the Pompeians in- 
serted pieces or slabs of this material 
in their walls, and employed art to 
give them higher tints than those they 
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the beams, walls, and even 
roofs of the houses, were introduced 
in great profusion. They covered 
their floors with cement, in which 
small pieces of marble or colored 
stones were regularly embedded in 
geometrical forms; and in their best 
rooms they used mosaic (inlaid work) 
with ornamented margins and a device 
in the centre. The doors of their 
houses, being formed of wood, have 
been reduced to charcoal by the burn - 
ing lava, and of course are found in 
an incomplete state; they turned on 
pivots, aud were fastened by bolts 
which hung upon chains. Bedsteads 
are found, made both of wood and 
iron; but their beds were made gener- 
ally of — and vests, spread upon 
the ground. The articles of houss- 
hold furniture and convenience found 


in these remarkable ruins are utensils —
